J |AN1) WHEREAS; for the purpose afore- 
said it is intended to rniso by way of loan, 
upon tho credit of tho said City, the sum 
of 935,000, 

And whereas, it will require tho sum of 
f'J, 1ST. 80 to be raised annually by special 
rale for tho payment, of said debt and the 
interest as hereinafter mentioned: 

And whereas, as the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the said corporation of 
the City of Victoria, according to the last 
revised assessment roll, being for the year 
1880, was 98,018,008 Irrespective of any fu- 
ture increase of tho ratoablo property of 
tho .Municipality, and of any Income in the 
nature of tolls, interest or dividends from 
tho work, and also Itiespootivo of any in- 
come from the temporary investments of 
t he sinking fund or any part thoroof; 

And whereas, for paying t ho tntorCEt and 
creating nn equal yearly sinking fund for 
paying tho said principal sum of 115,000, 
anil Interest as hereinafter mentioned, it 

will require an equal annual special rate of

1. That if shall bn lawful for tho Mayor 
of the said cit y to raise by way of loan 
from nvy poiw.«n or porsonn, body or bodi 
corporal o, who '.tiny bo willing to advance 
the saino upon thd credit of the dobont.ui os 
hereinafter mentioned, a auin of money 
not exceeding In the wholo the sum of 
|35,000, and oauao the same to ho paid to 
the treasurer Ot the said corporation for 
the purpose and with the object bernlnbe 
foro rocitud. 

2. That it shall ba lawful for the said 



Mayor to issuo any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as may 
bo required for not loss than $1,000 oach, 
and that the said debentures shall be 
sealed with the seal of the said corporation 
of the CI I y of Victoria and bo signed by 
tho Mayor, 

3. That the said debentures shall bo made 
payable in 30 yours from tlio day herein- 
after ment ioned for this by-law to tako ef- 
fect, at. the ollleo of tho treasurer of the 
corporation of tho said City of Victoria 
and shall have attached to thorn coupons 
for the payment of tho interest. 

4. That tho said dobonturos shall bear in- 
terest at and aftor the rate of llvo per cent, 
pqr annum from tho date thoreof, which 
intorest shall bo payable yearly at t ho ollleo 
of thu treasurer of tho saldoorperatlon. 

5. That for tho purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and tho intorest at tho rule 
aforesaid to become duo theroon, an equal 
special rato of 10-:i">9 of one per cent, on the 
dollar shall in addition to all other rates be 
raised, levied and colloctcd in each year 
upon all rateable proper' y in the said muni- 
cipality during the continuance of tho said 
dobonturos or any of thoin. 

0. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
municipal council from tiino to time to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and such 
debentures shall bo so expressed as to en-

— Tho great debute 
on the dual language question termi- 
nated to-night.

The majority 
was made up of 107 Conservatives and 
42 Liberals. 

This has been an anxious week, and 
everybody is glad the troublesome ques- 
tion has boon disposed of.

The Fruit Growers Convention finish- 
ed their labors to-duy. li.

After an animated debate 
on the question of asking tho govern- 
ment to impose duties on small fruits 
and vegetables, the association decided 
by ono majority to postpone action for 
one year.

Com- 
paratively little disorder has been ob- 
servable in any part of Germany, a fact 
which is duo in a great measure to the 
advice of tho socialist lenders, who re- 
alized that immoderate conduct on the 
part of their followers would be certain 
to destroy their chances of further ad- 
vantage.

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THE CRISIS IN OTTAWA. 

Tho situation in Ottawa appears 
critical. According io our Thursday 
night's special telegram from Ottawa, 
Sir John Macdonald's Ontario support- 
era had not made up their minds what 
course to take, and his Quebec following 
were unwilling to accept the Govern- 
ment's policy. This is certainly a bad 
state of affairs, but, whatever the result 
may lie, Sir John Macdonald lias in this 
race ami religion ilitlienlty nothing to 
reproach himself with. He lias, from 
the tirst, been on the side of toleration 
and forbearance. Ho has acted th 
part of pence maker, lie lias done 
what he could to avert from the 
Dominion a very serious evil. He sees 
that to make race and religion a cause 
of difference between parties in this 
Dominion will be a great misfortune. 
When strife of this kind once 
commences there is no knowing 
where it will end Or 'what mis 
chief will be done during the con 
test. The veteran Premier may have 
undertaken a task which is beyond his 
strength. Those on both sides who are 
determined to quarrel may render un- 
availing all his attempts to keep the 
peace. His desire to have men of all 
races, and all religions, working in har- 
mony for the good of their country 
may be frustrated, but there are very 
many in this Dominion who believe that 
Sir John never pursued a more states- 
manlike course, and never deserved so 
well of his country as when he endeav- 
vored, (we sincerely hope not in vain), 
to allay the angry feeling that the re- 
cent agitation has stirred up, and to 
bring the lending men of his party, and, 
indeed, of both parties, to a proper 
sense of their duty in the present crisis. 
It is not pleasant to think of what will 
happen if he fails in his endeavors to 
effect a compromise on the language 
question. A dissolution at the present 
time, and under the present circum- 
stances, would be nothing less than a 
disaster. An appeal to the people on 
raco and religious issues would raise ex- 
citement to fever heat, and could not 
possibly he productive of benefit to any 
race or any denomination in the Domin- 
ion. The true interests of the country 
would be lost sight of in the turmoil. 
It is devoutly to be hoped that there is 
patriotism enough left in the Dominion 
to support the veteran Premier in his 
struggle with influences to the last de- 
gree detrimental to the welfare of the 
Dominion. 

(JOE AN FENNY POST AVE. 

It was said at the banquet, held in 
London not long ago to celebrate the 
jubilee of the penny-post, that tin- 
Post Office authorities are not prepared 
to extend t lie principle of penny postage 
to the carriage of lettors across tbe 
ocean to India and the colonies. Those 
authorities are convinced thai the con- 
ditions which have made the penny post 
such a magnificent success within the 
bounds of the United Kingdom do not 
exist on the Indian and Colonial mail 
routes. They certainly ought to know 
beat, but it is somewhat remarkable that 
officialism has a narrowing effect upon 
the mind, and that tho officials of 

u department are among the last 

people in a country to see the need of 
reform or to admit its beneficial results 
when it is effected. Rowland Hill, the 

originator of the penny postage system, 
Was not a post office official. He was a 
poor schoolmaster, and the most sceptical 
and the most obstinate of his opponents 
were to be found amongst the post office 
officials of his day. There is an English 
gentleman who has given much of his 
attention u, this subject, of ocean penny 

postage who Via* , jome to a very differ- 
out conclusion t- that arrived at by 

those who are looked upon as author- 
ities in matters connected with the 
Post Office, His name is N. J. Honni- 

ker Denton, and he is a mem- 
ber of Parliament. He 1ms writ- 
ten a letter to the Times cdm- 

batting the views e xpressed by the 
post-office officials. II,: believes that the 
ocean penny postage will fa time pay. 
Some time ago be moved for a commit- 
tee "to ascertain the cost and feasibility 
of establishing ocean penny postage be- 
tween England and all other parts of 

tho Empire and America." His motion 
was defeated, but .Mr. Seaton is not the 
man to bo disheartened by a liltle oppo- 
sition, lie intends to keep on agitat- 
ing both in Parliament and out of Par- 
liament for an ocean penny postage, and 
the probability is that, before very long, 
ho will succeed in carrying out .Sir Row- 
land Hill's beneficent schome lo its 



logical arid legitimate result. Mr. Hea- 
ton admits that to establish ocean penny 
postage would n t ffrst entail a loss 
of some £60,000 60 tho Post Offae de- 
partment, but, be shows how cheap 
postage fias stimulate.! correspondence 
and contends that the loss would be 
only temporary, lie intends to press 
for his parliamentary committee and it 
is likely that before long ho will get 
what he wants. Re ill evidently a man 
of intelligence, courage and ability, nod 
such men when tliey set about effecting 
what they are convinced in a reform, 
accomplish what many at first regard 
as impossible. Ibit ocean penny postage 
is not impossible and Mr. HeatOli, if ho 
lives, and if he does not, Mr. Somebody 
Else, will bo Su.ro to obtain it for the 
people of the whole British Empire, 

A COMMISSION. 

The Herring fishery of the Dominion 
has, for a long time, been very unskil- 
fully and iinprovidently conducted. 
Large numbers of good fish arc caught, 
but the greater part of them are spoiled 
in the Curing- The fishery outfit to Vie 
profitable, but, owing to the ignorance 
and, in soine cases, the dishonesty of 
I he fishermen, it lias not been a paying 
industry. 

The condition of the herring fishery 
was represented to the I iovernnient, ami 
the great need of the introduction of 
better methods of curing and [lacking 
insisted up 1 " 1 - It decided to send:' 
commission to Europe to make on- 

rjuit'ies into the processes of cur- 
ing and packing practised by the 
British and butch fishermen, The 
Commissioners wen.' Mr. William 
(!unn, of W&lkerton, Ontario, and 
Mr. M. <.:. McLcod, ot Mew 
Haven, Nova Scotia. These gentle- 
men visited Great Britain and 
Holland, and made, what they con- 
sidered, the necessary enquiries. The 
result of their mission is before us in 
the shape of a good-Bized blue hook. 
The book contains much information 
that will be of „so to herring fishermen 
in all parts of the Dominion. Every- 
thing in any Way connected with the 
herring fishery is treated of in this re- 
port, so that the practical man who re- 
fers to it for information on any branch 
of the industry, or even with respect I" 
i he habits of the herring, M ill not be 
disappointed. This blue book is illus- 
trated,' but the illustrations appear to 
us rather picturesque than practical. 

EVEN-HANDED J b'STICE. 

We frequently hear of an outraged 
husband prosecuting a man lor alienat- 
ing the affections of his wile, but we 
have never heard, in this country, at 
any rate, of a deserted wife prosecuting 
the other woman for having stolen from 
her the affections of her husband. But, 
when we come to think of it, the one 
grievance or Wrong is quite as great as 
the other, »»d if the law affords a 
remedy to the aggrieved husband It 
ought to have s me consolation for the 
slighted wife. A case of the wife's 
sueing the woman who had supplanted 
her in the affections of her husband was 
lately before the United States Courts. 
It appears that the lower courts decided 
against the wife. but in the 
Court of Appeals she obtained 
what she considered justice. 
The judgment being an unusual one, 
some of our readers may like to gee 
what the judge had to say in support of 
his opinion. In fhe New York Herald 
of the 12th inst, wo find the following 
passage from Judge Venn's decision: - 
"The actual injury to the wife from 
the loss of consortium, which is the 
basis of the action, is the same as the 
actual injury to the husband from thai 
cause. IX is right to the conjugal society 
of his wife i* ho greater than her right 
to the society of her husband. Marriage 
gives to each tli L . same rights in that re- 
gard. Each is entitled to the comfort, 
companionship and affection of the 
other. Tic t ights of one and iheol.fi- 
gations of the other spring from the 
marriage contract and arc mutual. 

"As the wrongs of the wife are the 
same in principle and are caused by acts 
of the same nature as those of the hus- 
band the remedy should la- the same. 
Why should lie have a right of action 
for tho loss of fie,- society unless she has 
a right of action for tbe loss of his so- 
ciety '! Docs she not mid the protec- 
tion of the law- i„ this respect at least as 
much as he do L . s? VVill the law give its 
aid to him and withhold it from her?" 
The learned iudge himself suggests 
last question.

THE S0NGISH RESERVATION. 

To TltEEniTOJt: In 1858 an agitation 
arose aboul the bridge which at this 
time extended from the foot of Johnson 
itreet across the harbor to the In- 
dian village opposite. Of course there 
were many pros, and cons. 

Looking over some old newspapers 1 
find that OU "January loth, 185U, Mr. J, 
U . McKay moved in the House of As- 
sembly that the bridge be removed and 
another built at Point Ellico in lieu 
thereof." 

January 20tb. In cointnttte of "wnys 
and means," Mr. ,1. Pemborton moved 
that ten cents tonnage due be Imposed 
lor the purpose of building tho bridge, 
etc. 

.Mr. Vates' amendment: "That the 
Indian reserve be purchased from the In- 
dians and then sold in town lots to the 
highest bidder, and Ibe proceeds to be 
devoted to building Ibe bridge and re- 
moving obstructions in Victoria harbor.

A bill on I ho subject being brought 
forward Mr. Speaker complained of the 
incongruity ol the bill providing a 
source to pay the expenses over which 
source they had no control.

"1st, They wore to bo protected iu their 
original right of fishing and of hunting 
over tho unoccupied Crown lands, anil 
thoy were also to bo secured in the en- 
joyment of their village sites and culti- 
vated fields (i. e., potato patches). 

"These rights thoy have since enjoyed 
in full, and t he reserves of land cover- 
ing their village shea, have been dis- 
tinctly marked on the maps and surveys 
of the colony, AND THU FAITH OF 
GOVERNMENT LS PLEDGED THAT THKtli. 
OCCUPATION SHALL NOT HE DISTURBED. 

"For this reason the government will 
not cause them to bo removed, because 
it is hound by the faith of a solemn en- 
gagement to protect them in the enjoy- 
ment of their agrarian rights. 

"It may further interest the House to 
know that tho title to those lands is 
vested in the (/town, and that the Indi- 
ans of themselves can convoy no title to 
any part of their reserves either by sale 
or lease. 

» "Tho presence of the Indians so near 
the town is a public inconvenience, but 
tl. eir violent- removal would bo neither 
just nor politic. 

. "I therefore propose as a remedy to 
enter into an arrangement, with their 
consent, to sub-divide tho reserve adja- 
cent to Victoria, and to let it out on 
leases to persons who will tmdortako to 
build and inako other improvements 
upon it, and to apply the whole pro- 
ceeds to tho benefit of the Indians in- 
terested; that is, by providing them 
with a school house and teacher (who 
will probably be a missionary clergyman) 
for tho education of their children and 
endeavor thus to raise them morally and 
socially to a higher position than they 
now occupy in the colony. By such 
means a great benefit, worthy of tho 
philantrophy of our country, will bo 
conferred upon the Indians themselves, 
while at tho same time tho improve- 
ment and increase of the town of Vic- 
toria will not bo rotarded by their un- 
profitable occupation of one of its most 
valuable portions. 

" Signed James Douglas. 

[This experiment was subsequently 
tried.] 

Mr. Yates objected. Mr. McKay 
" did not think committing a robbery 
upon Indians the most praiseworthy 
method of making improvement, either 
iu Victoria or elsewhere." 

" Mr. N ates gave notice that he 
would move bis resolutions of January 
20th, and to find out where the Indians 
came from and why, for the purpose of 
enabling His Excellency to understand 
fully all the circumstances relating to 
the reserve where they now arc." 

(This notice does not appear to have 
been made use of. ) 

February "'-'ml Mr. Speaker gave no- 
tice that on a future occasion in com- 
mittee be would move an address to the 
governor, that negotiations with 
the Indians should be entered upon and 
their consent being first obtained, they 
should bo removed to a spot chosen by 
themselves; then that the silo of tboir 
village should be sold and the proceeds 
thereof taken by the government, 
who should allow interest upon the 
same, w hich interest should bu employ- 
ed for the benefit of tho Indians as pro- 
posed by the governoi ; at the expiration 
of ten years tho interest should be re- 
duced one half and at fifteen or twenty 
years tho interest to terminate ami the 
debt cancelled. The interest to bu paid 
to the Indians to be raised by taxes in 
the town of Victoria, and the capital 
employed for improvements in 
Ihe town and harbor of Victoria 
at tho pleasure of the legislature." 
That the w hole of the water privileges 
should be reserved, and also certain re- 
servations made for public buildings 
and a market. " 

I wonld not now propose such a 
scheme, the interest should have been 
interminable and applied to the educa- 
tion ot the Indians, as well industrial or 
technical as moral. Fifty years or 
longer leases might have been given. 
Mr. Pemberton gave notice of a resolu- 
tion approving the Governor's message 

Io the House on the subject of the In- 
dian reserve, March ,'llst. Both the 
above resolutions rejected— Mr. Speak- 
er's not seconded even. Hero tho sub- 
ject seems to have been dropped, the 
members perhaps paralysed at the idea 
of tuxes. They seen) to have wanted to 
grab the reserve — to get something and 
give nothing in return. Verily, tho 
aborigines required a champion and 
found one. Nowadays they know as 
much about tho reserves as wo do, and 
this had better bo heeded. They are no 
longer ignorant, but Intelligent beings. 

A few words in explanation. The 
House of Assembly had no control over 
any revenue save that derived from 
taxes levied by the previous council, or 
those created by the House of Assem- 
bly. The tax on saloons was therefore 
about the only one at their disposal. 
The income derived from laud (com- 
paratively little) and some other 
sources belonged to the Hudson's Bay 
Co., and were appropriated by tho gov- 
ernor for local colonial improvement* — 
the payment of salaries and so forth, 
'fhe constant aim of the assembly was 
to get a controlling voico in the distribu- 
tion of this income, and so they declined 
raising any money by taxation, and so 
had little to spend. It must further be 
remembered that II. M. government 
had, by agreement, to pay tho II. B. 
Co. any debt incurred in colonization, 
should II. M. government at any time 
resume possession of the island. So the 
House of Assembly, with this agree- 
ment staring them in tho face, had no 
objection to the governor incurring 
these debts, and only grieved that, un- 
der the circumstances, ho would not 
spend more. Thus tho House and gov- 
ernor were more or less at loggerhoads, 
and accounts for many actions of the 
assembly — nno of which relates to land 
—they refused. They refused to have 
anything to do with any compensation 
for so-called Indian rights, bueause all 
this of necessity devolved upon the II. 
B. Co., who had the land.
